few glimpses into their domestic affairs. 
One of these rare glimpses is furnished 
by the report—which we summarised yes- 
terday—of a Royal Commission on the 
request of Dublin University for financial 
assistance from the State. The request 
was made on the grounds of the increasing 
cost of-education and of the University’s 
financial losses during the war. The Com- 
mission reports that the need has been 
established and that the University’s 
financial losses have been large. It 
recommends that the State shall cover 
the cost of necessary developments 
in the teaching work of Trinity College 
with an annual subsidy of £49,000; 
and shall make a further single grant of 
£113,000 fer the provision of new buildings 
and equipment and for reconstruction, 
The Commission pays a tribute to the 
University’s long and splendid work for 
education in Ireland ; but Trinity College 
men, old and young, will read with even 
deeper pride its tribute to the University's 
sacrifices in the war. Between August, 
1914, and November, 1918, nearly 2,700 of 
its sons put their lives at their country’s 
service, and during those years the number 
of men students fell from 1,074 to 535. 
More than 400 of the total of 900 grants 
awarded to exy-Service students in Ireland 
have been given to Trinity College men. 
These magnificent sacrifices, as the Com- 
mission recalls, were entirely voluntary, 
since conscription was not enforced in 
this country. We learn now of other sacri- 
fices—those made cheerfully and without 
complaint by the men who, obliged to stay 
at home, “did their bit” by surrenderin 

a great part of their incomes. The Tutor- 
Fellows were. compelled to borrow a sum 
of £10,000 on the CoMege credit—perhaps. 
the most notable case of res anqusta dom 
since the College was forced to sell@its 
plate in the reign of James LI. 

The Royal Commission finds that the 
University has not been negligent of 
its stewardship.. In May, 1911, as 
the result of the inquiries, of the Royal 
Commission of 1906, Dublin University 
obtained a Royal Charter which gave it a 
virtually free hand in the matter of 
academic reforms.

The bulk of the 
report is concerned with the present con- 
ditions and needs of the several schools in 
the University. It recommends important 
and in most cases over-due developments 
in teaching, and increases of staffs and 
salaries, notably in the departments of 
Science and Celtic learning. The esti- 
mated cost of these reforms is covered— 
and no more—by the proposed grants. 
The need and righteousness of these 
grants are justified amply in the report. 
Unfortunately, there is no guarantee that 
they will be paid at any near date into 
the College purse. It appears that, for 
the present at any rate, the Government 
regards the annual sum which the Home 
Rule Act provides for Trinity College— 
namely, £30,000—as a set-off to the 
£49,000 that the report recommends. In 
the first place, the smaller sum would be 
utterly inadequate to the College’s annual 
necessities. In the next place, the Southern 
Irish Parliament is still very much sn 
nubibus. We may say at once that, if and 
when that Parliament comes into being, 
we shall feel perfectly confident that it will 
not shirk its duty to a University of which 
all Irishmen are proud. Unless, however, 
Irish opinion is wholly in error, it will 


not come into being in the near future, | 


and in the meanwhile Dublin University, 
at, perhaps, the most critical moment of 
its whole career, will be sadly handicapped 
by lack of funds. The Home Rule Act 
makes no provision for the non-recurring 
grant of £113,000, and it would be idle to 
pretend that a time when the estimates for 
education in England are being reduced 
ruthlessly is propitious for an assault on 
the British Treasury on behalf of dis- 
tressed learning in Ireland. It would be 
not merely ungracious, therefore, but 
premature, to complain that Dublin 
University is receiving favoured treatment 
from the State in comparison with other 
Irish universities. All that can be said 
now is that the debt is justly due, and 
that, if the State has any sense of grati- 
tude, it will see that payment is made 
promptly to the fullest extent of its 
powers. We shall not grudge to any other 
university in Ireland any grant that it can 
get from the Government. We are con- 
vinced, however, that the pre-eminent war 
services and war. sacrifices of Trinity 
College give it the first claim upon the 
State among the universities not only of 
Ireland, but of the United Kingdom.

apparent’ stability of the West and alter 
their course with every passing breeze. The 
Persian Government has transferred its 
affections from London to Moscow. The 
Bolsheviks have been very busy in the 
Middle East, where already they have 
Gathered Azerbaijan, Armenia, and 
Bokhara into their net. Now they are 
pursuing Persia. They have brought for- 
ward a Russ0o-Persian convention which, 
fm the face of it, seems to be much more 
attractive than the British proposals. The 
Soviet Government offers to cancel all 
Persia’s debts to Russia, to renounce all 
concessions in the country, and to com- 
pensate the Persian people for the in- 
vasion of their territory.@ It asks for 
nothing in return save the acceptance of 
the Bolshevist system by the Persians. 
The ease with which skilled agitators have 
been able to ensnare a large section of the 


Persian people is not difficult to under- 


stand. The British troops will be with- 
drawn from Persia in the spring. Then, 
unless she accepts the Bolsheviks’ offer, 
she will be at the mercy of the “Red” 
Army, which is still at Enzeli. We 
cannot blame the Persians if they take 
what seems to be the line of less resist- 
ance ; but, on the other hand, the Foreign 
Office cannot allow Persia to become a 
vassal of Moscow without a struggle. 
British interests in that country are very 
great, and, if it be at all possible to save 
the throne for the Shah and frustrate the 
sinister designs of the Bolsheviks, they de- 
mand that every effort shall be made in 
the attempt. 


Waste Paper. 


Last year the Governmnt spent 
£5,769,104 on stationery—paper, enve- 
lopes, reports, official documents, print- 


ing, and binding. The amount includes | 
the cost of the new reg?ster of voters, an | 


item which is not likely to recur for 
many years. 
total is still imposing. It stands at 
£4,669,104, and shows an. increase of 
£5,431,396 when compared with the sum 
spent in 1913. According to the Select Com- 
mittee on Publications, Debates, and Re- 
ports, “a great deal’’ of this increase is 
due to the various Ministries that have 
been created since 1914. The Ministry of 
Food, for instance, spent 
on stationery and printing. In every 
department there was a certain amount 
of waste, and the committee insists 
that, when a department has pre- 
sented its estimates, it shall 
a real effort to keep expenditure within 
them. That was not done last year. In 
the case of the Ministry of Food the esti- 
mates were. exceeded by not less than 600 
per cent. Economy is needed, and the 
committee thinks that it can be achieved

A year has passed since the prohibition 
amendment became law in the United 
States. It has been a busy period for the

worked hard, but they have not yet made 
the country “bone dry.” Some 123,494 
gallons of spirits have been destroyed and 
93,789 stills have been seized, but any- 
body who “ knows the ropes ” and can pay 
the price has no difficulty in obtaining a 
drink. Thousands of men and women are 
anxious to supply his wants and are quite 
prepared to defy the law. From an 
officia] report which has just been issued 
it appears that no less than 14,000 illicit, 
distillers are now at work. Penalties 
amounting to £5,000,000 have been in- 
flicted upon persons for infringements of 
the law, but punishment of this kind 
seems to have little effect. “ Bootlegging ”’ 
is as popular as ever it was, and the 
authorities believe that smugglers are in- 
creasing in numbers. During the year 
motor cars valued at £200,000 have been 
seized at the frontiers. Evidence such as 
the report contains must make the most 
ardent temperance reformer doubt the 
wisdom of the methods adopted in the 
United States to enforce total abstinence. 
It proves that there is a clear limit to 
the powers of legislation in the social 
field.

MR. HENDERSON AND MR. 
CLYNES AT MANCHESTER. 

The Labour Party opened its campaign on 
the Irish question with a largely.attended meet- 
ing in the Free Trade Hall, Manchester, last 
night, when Mr. Arthur Henderson, M.P., and 
Mr. J. R. Clynes, M.P., were the principal 
speakers. 

Mr. A, G. Cameron, who presided, said that 
Sinn Fein was not a blood-thirsty organisation, 
nor was it out to create disorder. The Labour 
Party were opposed to any kind of outrage or 
crime. That applied to both sides. Declaring 
that a Government which did not know how to 
rule England had no right to try to rule Ire- 
land, the Chairman said that the Labour Party 
were the only party who could settle the Irish 
question. 

Mr. Henderson said that he hoped the cam- 
paign would prove the greatest and most effec- 
tive that has ever been organised by the British 
Labour Party. The Irish problem presented 
menacing international possibilities which 
could not be ignored. The Labour Commission 
to Ireland had been criticised. They hoped the 
Commission possessed something like ordinary 
common-sense and such a spirit of patriotism as 
would move them to say everything they pos- 
sibly could in favour of their own country, “ but 
making full allowance for our patriotism, we 
were not prepared to hide the truth,” added 
Mr. Henderson, amid cheers. “We were not 
going to stand for our own country right or 
wrong. Our experience compels us to come to 
the conclusion that the majority of Irishmen 
have lost all faith in British statesmen, and 
that they place no relience upon their veracity 
or their honour.”’ 

The policy of reprisals, he continued, was 
nothing short of a form of lynch law, and had 
besmirched the fair name of British democracy. 
The question of Irish peace had become a 
matter of the most supreme importance. Such 
a situation as now existed in Ireland was as 
dishonourable to England as it was detrimental 
to Ireland.

The Press Association learns officially that 
Mr. Lloyd George, Earl Curzon of Kedleston, 
and other official representatives of the British 
Government will leave England on Sunday next 
for the French capital, and the Inter-Allied Pre- 
miers’ Conference will take place in Paris on 
Monday, 24th inst., and the following days. It 
may last ‘three or four days. 

Mr. Churchill and other representatives of the 
British Government will, it is umderstood, be in 
Paris at the time of the conference, in case con- 
sultation with them may be necessary, but the 
gathering is not likely to be on so considerable a 
scale as some former meetings of the Allied 
Premiers.

In this matter of reparations, 
the question is not only what the Allies want, 
but what they can get. 

With regard to Great Britain’s attitude to- 
wards Greece, it is quite certain that this will 
be one of the greatest reserve, and of desire for 
fuller observation of developments before she 
will see any reason to alter the position she has 
always held about the Turkish settlement. 
Here, again, it will be found that the British 
plenipotentiaries will agree to the fullest dis- 
cussion.

SOUTH OF IRELAND CENTRAL , 
COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 

A meeting of the Central Committee on 
Women’s Training and Employment for the 
South of Ireland, which was cet up about 61x 
months ago to administer funds derived from 
the National Relief Fund and Queen Mary's 
Fund for Women, for the purpose of training 
women and girls whose earning capacity or 
opportunities have been injuriously affected as a 
result of conditions arising out of the war, was 
held at 21 Parliament street, Dublin, on the 
13th inst. There were present:—The Countess 
of Fingal] (President), Miss Mary Hayden, 
M.A.; Mrs. Michael ‘Murphy, Miss White, 
LL.D.; Miss St. J. Whitty, Miss Haire-Forster 
(Ministry of Labour), Mrs. Hill-Tickell (Secre- 
tary). 

Apologies for absence were received from Mrs. 
Mulhall, Mrs: Gaisford St. Lawrence, and Miss 
Cunningham. 

The recommendaticns of the Sub-Committee 
were considered, and grants were made in eight 
cases. 

A report was submitted by the Secretary, 
showing the work carried out by the Committee 
since its inception to the end of December, 
1920. This report showed that 545 applications 
for training had been received; 321 cases had 
been dealt with by the Local Interviewing 
Boards in Dublin, Cork, Waterford, and Sligo. 
Grants had been made by the Committee in 116 


going training. 
An intéresting schedule was attached to the ! 
report, showing the variety of occupations in 
which training was being given. These in- | 
cluded :—Architecture, art, chemistry, clerical, 
domestic economy, dressmaking, foreign cor- 
respondence, horticulture, kindergarten teach- 
ing, massage, mechanical dentistry, medicine, 
midwifery, music, poultry-rearing and market- 
gardening, science, social work, teaching. 
A number of reports on the progress of candi- 
dates in training, received from various institu- 
tions, were read, and satisfaction was expressed 
at the fact that, with one or two exceptions, 
these reports showed that the girls in training 
were making excellent progress. 
"On the motion of Lady Fingal (chair), 
seconded by Miss White, LL.D.; the following

AN EARLY MORNING FIGHT, 


A daring attack was made upon the R.1.C. 
Barrack in Tuckey street. Cork, about four 
o'clock yesterday morning. lt caused great 
alarm im the district, which is very congested. 
A body of men, estimaied to number about 
forty, suddenly opened fire on the building from 
all sides, and also hurled hand grenades.

He 
thought that the recent depletions in the herds 
of this country, as shown by the returns of the 
Ministry of Agriculture, were further testimony 
to the necessity for removing the embargo.

LORD LEE’S REPLY. 

Lord Lee, in reply, said that there was s 
sharp difference of opinion on the subject.

rg’ n any event, the matter did not rest 
within the executive discretion either of the 
Ministry of Agriculture or of the Government, 
as the removal of the embargo would require 
fresh legislation The problem was 
so simple as was represented, nor could 
embargo be removed by a stroke 
the pen. The Ministry had publicly endorsed 
the clean bill of health to which Canadian cattle 


i were entitied, but Canada was not the only ex- 


porting country, and if legislation were pro- 
posed it would be impracticable to limit its 


i operation to Canada alone. Primarily, of course, 


the Ministry had to regerd this matter from 


_ the point of view of the interests of agriculture, 


but it was not oblivious to the other important 
interests concerned. Interests of the community 
as a whole, and also the Imperial interests, had, 
of course, to be taken into consideration, and it 
was conceivable that on a helance agricultural 
interests might in the last resort have to give 
way to some higher consideration. That, huw- 
ever, was a matter for the Cabinet and for 
Parliament. In any case, the Imperial aspect 
of the question would, no doubt, be fully dis- 
cussed at the Imperial Conference this year. 

The main argument advanced by the deputa- 
tion seemed to have been that tho removal of 
the embargo would result in a substantial in- 
crease in the supplies of fresh killed meat. If 
had been suggested that as many as 200,000 
stores a year might come in, though it was 
cpen to doubt whether so many would be avail- 
able. Even if the whole of these beasts were 
used for fattening, and if they resulted in 8 
net increase in the store cattle population of 
this country, they would represent but a minute 
fraction (less than 5 per cent.) of the total meat 
consumption of our population. 

PORTS ALREADY OPEN. 
In this connection too little had been made om 


' the fact that the ports were already open for 


the importation of Canadian or other cattle for 


| immediate slaughter, and there were, apart 
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from economic considerations, limite or ob- 
stacles to the development of that trade which 
would ensure for this country the hides and the 
offal to which reference had been made. With 
regard to the supply of home-grown stores, there 
had been recently not only a considerable reduc- 
tion in the slaughtering of calves, but also a 
marked increase in the gumber reared, and the 
situation gave promise of an early return to 
normal so far as the re-establishment and main- 
tenance of our herds were concerned. 

Referrmg to the question of disease, it waa, 
unfortunately, true, he said, that England was 
at present afflicted with a number of outbreaks 
of foot-and-mouth practi as to the origin of 
which there was no positive information, though 
many theories had heen advanced. The Minis 
try had appointed a commitiee com 

eminent scientists to concentrate an an effort to 
isolate and identify the virus, but such a 
baffling investigation was not likely te be com- 
pleted in a short space of time. 

There was a lack of confidence among stock 
owners in this country as to the risk of infec. 
tion, and if the embargo was removed the re- 
sult would be to discourage home-breeding. It 
was admitted, Lord Lee said, that the present 
infection did not come from Canada. e re 
moval of the embargo could not be limited in 
its operation to Canada. It would require a 
good deal more argument than had at present 
been advanced to justify any departure from 
the policy maintained under the present law. 

Lord Lee said that the effect of the importa 
tion of cattle was being considered by expert 
bodies, and he added—‘Pending the official ex- 
pression of the views of these responsible hodies 
it was not desirable that the Minister should 
express any further opinion with regard to 
future policy, but at the present moment, and 
) as at present advised, his view was that the 
time was not opportune for the introduction of 
the legislation that would be necessary to secure 
the end which the deputation had in view. 

THE LONDON CONFERENCE. 

The Lord Mayor of London has fixed Wednes 
day, March 9, at 11 am., as the date for the 
national conference at the Guildhall on the 
subject of the removal of the embargo on the 
importation of Canadian store cattle.

SIR WILLIAM NOBLE’S 


ADMISSIONS. 

Sir William Noble, Engineer-in-Chief of the 
General Post Office, speaking afthe City Livery 
Club luncheon in London owes declared— 
“I say that the present telephone system is not 
efficient. There is not one of us who believes it 
is efficient. It was very much worse at the 
armistice than itis now, and it is improving, as 
I can prove and will.’ The Post ce since 
the armistice hed spent en extensions and im- 
provements of telephones £6,380,000. Orders 
had been placed for thirty-nine large exchanges, 
and one had been handed over. Dealing with 
the costs and rates, Sir William said that, in 
his opinion, the department had made ea 
blunder, Water, gas, electric light, and railway 
companies hid raised their rates gradually from 
1916 onwards, The department was foolish 
enough not to increase its rates in the same 
way. He saw that one gentleman had boasted 
that he was able to get £000 calls in one year. 
Fifty thousand ¢alls would cost the department 
£32, and yet that individual wes gettir® the 
telephone for £20. Sir William complained that 
newspapers emphasised increases in rates, but 
took no trouble to point out the advantages of 
the new rates. Someone at Epsom could speak 
to someone at Edgware before the new rate 
cwme in for fivepence; now he would pay only 
one penny more,

PRISONERS GIVE EVIDENCE IN APPEAL

Crumbles, near Eastbourne, on August 19. " 

The Court was presided over by Lord Reading 
(retiring Lord Chief Justice), and with ‘him | 
were Justices: Bray and Acton. 

After a preliminary argument the Lord Chief 
Justice said that they had determined in this | 
case to hear the evidence of both Field and | 
Gray. After that they would decide whether | 
they would hear other evidence. 

Field then gave evidence, and admitted that | 
he walked with Gray and a girl whose name ! 
he did not know to the Crumbles on the day | 
of the tragedy, but asserted that he left Gray | 
alone with the girl. On his return he met 
Gray, who was alone, and who said that he had 
had a row with the girl, and that she had gone | 
home. The following Saturday Gray told him | 
that the girl said something he did not like, | 
and he had hit her, and being frightened as | 
she lay unconscious on the beach he put shingle | 
over her. He understood that Gray meant he | 
had buried her alive. 

Gray, who followed Field, swore that the! 
whole of Field's story was untrue. He wae | 
never with the girl on the day of the tragedy, 
although he had walked with her on two 
previous days. He asserted that while they 
were waiting at the station after their convic- 
tion, Field told him that he met the girl, and 
hit her because she smacked his face, and then 
as she lay unconscious, being afraid she would 
give him away to the police, he (Field) “ put 
her out.” 

The hearing was adjourned, and judgment 
will be given this morning. 


DUNDALK ENGINEER’S CLAIM 
FOR FEES,

DECISION ON THE LIABILITY OF 
SOLICITORS. 

County Court Judge Johnston decided an im- 
portant point yesterday at Oastleblayney as to 
the liability of solicitors for the fees of civil 
engineers employed to make maps and estimates 
in malicious injury claims. Mm F. M. Duffy, 
solicitor® had been instructed by Mr. Patrick 
Markey to bring proceedings against the 
Monaghan County Council for the burning of a 
shed, aud Mr. Duffy employed the plaintif, 
Mr. Peter Cahill, C.E., of Vundalk, to prepare 
the necessary map and estimate in connection 
with the claim. Mr. Cahill stated that Mr. 
Duffy had undertaken to be responsible for the 
feee, a statement which Mr, Duffy denied. 

His Honour, in the course of his judgment, 
said that it was very unlikely that the solicitor 
had said anything to make himself primarily 
liable as principal for fees which ordinarily 
would be paid by his client, Markey. On June 
8th thé defendant wrote to the plaintiff asking 
Lim to attend in court on the 10th, and enclos- 
ing a cheque for two guineas, the cheque being 
endorse* “ Markey’s malicious Injury claim.” A 
solicitor » liability for the expenses of witnesses 
depended on the ordinary rules of agency, and 
a solicitor acting within the authority of his 
client was not as a rule primarily liable. Mr. 
Duffy had ample authority to employ Mr. 
Cahill. who was well aware of the name and 
standing of his employer (Markey), The sending 
of a small cheque on account two days before 
the trial was not in itself enough to establish 
the solicitor’s personal and primary diability, 
especially eecing that even in the cheque Mr. 
Cahill hid his attention drawn to the fact that 
Markey was his employer and not Mr. Duffy. 
The action accordingly was dismissed.

DUBLIN MEDICAL STUDENT'S 
CHEQUE, 


DAMAGES AGAINST A LONDON BANK, 

Yesterday afternoon, at Westminster County 
Court, Deputy Judge Randolph, K.C., heard an 
action to recover £100 damages brought by 
William Beaumont, a student medicine, of 
Dawson street, Dublin, against Sir Charles R. 
McGregor and Company, bankers, Haymarket. The 
defendants paid £10 into Court, and denied lia- 
bility. 

The plaintiff's case, presented by Mr. Moresby, 
his counsel, was that, beginning as a private, he 
obtained a commission as lieutenant in the Royal 
Fusiliers. In 1915 he opened an account with the 
defendants, passing in his War Office cheques from 
Cox’s Bank. He was allowed to overdraw small 
amounts, and then his uncle, a clergyman, gave 
a guarantee up to £50 for the plaintiff and his 
brother. When at Belfast he gave a bearer cheque 
for £7, which was handed in at the Belfast Bank. 
ing Company’s branch office. Then plaintiff re- 
ceived a note that within 24 hours the money must 
be forthcoming, as the cheque was dishonoured. 
Plaintiff had to berrow money from a friend to 
calm the Belfast bank manager, w been 
very good to him. Part of the money drawn out 
was used for him to go on to Cork. He suffered 
much annoyance. The plaintiff; in the witness 
box, said that he was only given 24 hoarse to 
make good the cheque. e was demobilised in 
June, 1919, when he received a gratuity of £178.

(FROM THE FINANCIAL NEWS OF TO-DAY.) 

In the Stock Exchange the week did not start 
under the most congenial conditions. Few mem- 
bers anticipated any material improvement in 
the scale of business yesterday, and they were 
certainly not disappointed. The general ten- 
dency was irregular, but more inclined to the 
dull side, perhaps, than otherwise, this bei ing en- 
tirely owing to a lack of support rather than 
to any other cause. The accumulation of orders 
over the week-end was of the most meagre 
dimensions, but most of these were small buying 
orders, chiefly for high-class investment stocks. 
Only very small orders arrived from France for 
execution on this side, and these were mainly 
of the selling kind, the stocks concerned being 
of a speculative character. The 5 p.c. War Loan 
opened round 833. During the first hour, there 
was a reaction to 834, but at that level a 
steady stream of small purchases poured in, and 
this had the effect of lifting the quotation to 
834, at which it closed. Consolidated were 
again steedy at round 474, and Victory Bonds 
came in for a little more attention at 754. The 
Funding Loan failed to make much headway, | 
being kept back, it was said, by the knowledge 
that a fairly large block of the stock is hanging 
over the market. National War Bonds 5 p.c. 
came into demand, and in the market it was 
reported that the longer-dated series of these 
were being picked up on American account. 
The appearance of the new local loans issue had 
no appreciablé effect. The ruling tendency of 
the principal foreign exchanges, as well as the 
more encouraging political news from France, 
assisted the Foreign Bond market. The heavy 
stocks among Home Rails were marked up at 
the commencement of dealings in anticipation 
of the forthcoming dividends, but in the after- 
noon sellers made an appearance, and prices 
reacted sharply.
